m. Claims 43-53> drawn to method of assembling segmmted contactor; classified in 
dass 29. subclass 876. 

IV. Claim 58. drawn to m^od of repairing segmented contactor, classified in class 
29. subcUiiss 402.0L 

V. Claims 59-86, drawn to method of electrical testmgsegmesned contactor, 
classified In class 324, subclass 765. 

DisHnctness 

2. The inventions are distinct^ each &om the other because: 

Inventions (I) arid (H) arc distinct because Invention Q does not require the step of 
separotihg a tile from a substrate. 
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Inventions CO uid (III) ate diistintt because laveation (I) does not require die step of 
providing an assembly fixture. 

Inventions (I) and (I\0 are idistinet because Invention (Q does not reqwre tbe $iep of 
removing a selected mounted contactor. 

Invoilions (I) and (V) are distinct because Invention (D does not require the step of 
cbnnecting plurality of electribally conductive toads to an external testing instrument 

Inventions GD ^ (ni) are distinct because Invenddn (II) does not require the step of 
providing an assembly fixture, 

Inventidns QJ) and (IV) are disdiict becaiise lnvention (II) does not require the step of 
removing a selected mounted contactor. 

Inventions (Q) and (y) are distinct because Invention (II) does not require the step of 
conhectmg pluMty of dectrically conductive leads to iui external testing insthimeht 

bventions (III) and (IV) axe distinct becauseilnyeiition (IQ) does not require the stq> of 
removing a selected mounted contactor. 

Inventions (m) and (V) are distinct because Invention (III) does not require the step of 
connecting plurality of electrically conductive leads to an external tssting iiistmment.. 

Inventions (IV) and (V), are distinct because Invention (IV) does not r^uire the step of 
connecting plurdliiy of electrically conductive leads to an external testing instruiheht 

Because these Inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in tiie art as shown by tiieir different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicatad is proper.

If claims are added after 
the election, applicant mmt indicate which areiieadable upon the elected species. ^diP£F §

Sb<n^ applicant traversis oh th3 groundlhat (he species are not patentably distinct, 
applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the species to 
be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the case. In either instance, if the 
examiner finds one of the inv^tions unpatentable over the prior art» the evidence or admission 
may be used in a rejection under 35 103(a) of the other invention. 

AppUcant is ieaaih^ a iacm-«iected invention, the 

ihi^toiiship 'tiiust be smiieiicited in iBonq)liahce with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one or ihore of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by a petition under 37 
CFR li48(b) and by the fee requircd under 37 CFR 1.17(i).
